Capital  Campaign  Begins!

“The  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  is 
poised  for  its  most  exciting  challenge  of 
the  decade,”  an  exuberant  Roger  Green- 
berg says,  “and  what  a decade  it’s  going  to 
be!" 

Greenberg  was  all  smiles  following  the 
launch  of  the  Community  Capital  Cam- 
paign held  on  March  27,  at  the  home  of 
Advisory  Council  Chair  Herb  Nadolny. 

“The  Advisory  Council  has  given  its 
blessing  to  the  Campaign  Plan,  the  Cam- 
paign Calendar,  the  Recognition  Program 
and  the  Table  of  Organization,"  Capital 
Campaign  Chair  Greenberg  said.  “Now 
we’re  off  and  running." 

Council  members  were  effusive  in 
their  praise  of  both  the  architect’s  draw- 
ings and  the  committee’s  proposed 
method  of  raising  funds  to  see  the  project 
through  to  completion. 

“As  a community,  we  are  definitely 
headed  in  the  right  direction,"  Nadolny 
said.  ‘The  Council’s  collective  hats  are  off 
to  the  leadership  organization.  This  com- 
munity is  on  the  threshold  of  a revitaliza- 
tion that  is  long  overdue.” 

The  campaign,  which  runs  from  March 
28  through  August  31,  will  be  short, 
sweet  and  all-inclusive.  Its  theme,  “Our 
Dream  . . . Our  Legacy”,  represents  the 
dream  and  the  legacy  of  the  entire  com- 
munity. 

“We  are  not  merely  constructing  a 
building,”  Greenberg  explains,  “but  recre- 
ating, rebuilding,  reinvigorating  a com- 
munity whose  roots  go  back  almost  a cen- 
tury and  a half,  and  whose  time  to-  go  for 
ward  has  come.” 

The  roots  of  the  project  started  over 
two  decades  ago  when  community  leaders 
wrestled  with  the  dual  problems  of  a dete- 
riorating Jewish  Community  Centre  and 
shifting  demographic  patterns  from  tradi- 
tional locations  in  Centretown,  Lower 
Town  and  Sandy  Hill. 

The  purchase  of  the  881  Broadview 
site  and  the  co-location  of  a number  of 
Jewish  schools  as  well  as  the  establish- 
ment of  an  alternate  location  for  some 


JCC  programs  was  the  first  step  in  the 
process. 

This  accomplishment  only  strength- 
ened the  community’s  resolve  to  improve 
and,  where  possible,  to  amalgamate  vital 
community  institutions. 

After  several  earlier  initiatives  fizzled, 
the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  commissioned  a consul- 
tant’s report  on  fund-raising  feasibility 
and  potential  goal  which,  in  the  spring  of 
1994,  suggested  there  was  $13  million 
available  in  the  community  to  develop  a 
much-needed  new  capital  infrastructure. 

With  this  knowledge,  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir 
created  a Committee  of  Presidents  of 
major  beneficiary  agencies  under  the 
chair  of  Dr.  Bernard  Dolansky,  to  examine 
all  the  issues  that  would  have  to  be 
addressed  if  such  an  undertaking  were  to 
become  a reality. 

In  April  1995  the  Committee  brought 
forward  a resolution  to  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir 
Board  of  Trustees  recommending  a new 
campus  at  the  Broadview  Avenue  site  to 
include:  a state-of-the-art  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre,  a state-of-the-art  Hillei 
Lodge  (subject  to  government  approval); 
and  restoration  or  enhancement  of  the 
existing  881  Broadview  building. 

The  resolution  was  passed  and  a Cam- 
pus Development  Commission  was  estab- 
lished under  co-chairs  Dr.  Bernard  Dolan- 
sky and  Stephen  Greenberg.  The  Capital 
Campaign  Committee  is  one  of  five  com- 
mittees established  under  the  CDC 
umbrella. 

Division  chairs  and  canvassers  are  in 
place  and  ready  to  begin  the  canvassing 
process.  During  the  next  five  months 
every  single  member  of  the  community 
will  be  contacted,  according  to  the  Cam- 
paign Plans  Timetable. 

“We  intend  to  touch  base  with  every- 
one, to  blanket  every  institution,  to  com- 
municate with  everyone  through  every 
community  bulletin,"  Greenberg  says.  “Tb 
make  this  project  a success,  we  need  the 
commitment  and  support  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Jewish  community. 

“This  must  be  an  all-inclusive  commu-

nity  campaign.  No  gift  is  too  small  or 
insignificant.  All  donations  are  meaning- 
ful if  the  givers  know  that  they  have 
given  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability." 

Pledges  will  be  payable  over  a five 
year  period  and  donors  will  also  be  invit- 
ed to  dedicate  various  features,  rooms 
and  areas  throughout  the  new  campus 
facilities. 

“The  Broadview  Campus  is  being 
designed  with  the  community  of  today  in 
mind  as  well  as  the  needs  of  the  next  mil- 
lenium,”  Greenberg  says.  “It  is,  without 
doubt,  the  most  important  initiative  of 
our  time.” 

Greenberg  and  Associate  Campaign 
Chair  Stephen  Victor  see  the  project  as 
having  a cultural  as  well  as  a financial 
goal. 

“Everyone  has  the  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  effort  not  only  as  fund- 
raisers and  contributors  but  as  volun- 
teers as  well,”  Victor  says. 

“We  want  those  people  who  feel  disaf- 
fected to  connect  - or  reconnect  - to  the 
future  of  our  community,”  he  says, 
emphatically.

It  is  time  for  our  community 
to  move  forward

“Kehila”  - our  sense  of  community  - has 
always  been  our  strength  as  Jews.  It  distin- 
guishes us  as  a people.  It  is  how  we  practise 
our  religion  and  celebrate  our  culture.  It  gives 
us  our  vitality  and  our  uniqueness.  Both  in 
good  and  in  difficult  times,  we  come  together 
as  a family,  caring  about  each  other  and  unit- 
ing together  for  support.  Tbday  in  Ottawa,  we 
must  move  forward  as  a family  to  realize  our 
vision  for  the  future  - a new  campus  that  will 
become  the  centre  of  our  community’s  Jewish 
life. 

We  are  well  on  our  way  to  realizing  this 
vision.  Our  community  has  authorized  the 
commencement  of  the  Capital  Campaign,  and 
this  major  revitalization  of  our  community 
will  allow  us  to  keep  moving  forward. 

Getting  to  this  point  has  not  been  easy.  Dr. 
Bernard  Dolansky  and  Stephen  Greenberg, 
co-chairs  of  the  Community  Development 
Commission,  and  their  committees  as  well  as 
the  staff  of  our  community’s  institutions  have 
invested  incredible  time  and  effort  in  this  ini- 
tiative. 

Notwithstanding  all  of  the  work  on  design, 


size  and  even  the  location  of  the  JCC, 
not  all  of  the  plans  have  been  finalized. 
Nor  are  the  capital  costs  and  operating 
budgets  finalized.  But  in  an  ever  evolv- 
ing process,  we  are  moving  closer  to 
being  within  the  parameters  that  were 
set  out  in  the  April  1995  Trustees’  reso- 
lution. 

We  must  still  overcome  negative  atti- 
tudes, and  misunderstood  communica- 
tions that  exist  in  our  community.  Only  today, 
I was  told  that  a member  of  our  community 
was  not  prepared  to  pledge  to  this  year’s  UJA 
campaign  because  a new  Hiliel  Lodge  was  not 
being  built.  I want  to  assure  the  community 
that  the  leadership  of  Hiliel  Lodge  is  in  full 
concurrence  with  the  Campus  initiative  and 
that  it  has  been  diligently  working  towards 
the  development  of  the  Campus  vision,  which 
we  hope  will  ultimately  include  a new  Hiliel 
Lodge. 

After  almost  one  year  of  negotiations,  a 
tentative  agreement  has  been  reached  with 
respect  to  the  future  disposition  of  the  151 
Chapel  Street  facility.  The  long  standing 
partnership  between  the  synagogue  and  the 
Jewish  Community  Council  and  the  future  of 
the  Beth  Shalom  Congregation  has  now  been 
resolved  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties. 

Yes  there  will  be  more  bumps  on  the  road. 
But  together,  side  by  side,  we  will  forge  a new 
campus,  one  that  encourages  our  community 
to  come  together  as  a family,  celebrate  our 
traditions  and  pass  this  legacy  from  our  gen- 
eration to  the  next.

Passover,  Ottawa  and  the 
splitting  of  the  sea 


One  of  the  great  miracles  that  took  place 
during  the  exodus  from  Egypt  3,308  years  ago 
was  the  parting  of  the  Red  Sea  - “Kreas  Yam 
Suf.  Our  Sages  tell  us  that  this  miracle  took 
place  as  a result  of  the  action  of  one  Jew  - his 
name,  Nachshon  ben  Aminadav.  When  he 
saw  that  the  people  were  trapped  between 
Pharaoh’s  troops  and  the  sea,  he  took  his  life 
in  his  hands  and  jumped  into  the  water.  Oth- 
ers followed  him  and  then  the  sea  split. 

Nachshon’s  actions  were  not  so  “straightfor- 
ward" from  a halachic  point  of  view.  It  is  a moot 
point  whether  the  Jewish  people  were  com- 
manded to  display  such  self-sacrifice  for  the 
sake  of  Hashem,  before  the  Torah  would  be  given 
to  us.  In  addition,  Nachshon’s  actions  constitut- 
ed a minority  option  against  a vast  majority  of 
the  people  who  were  inclined  towards  other  solu- 
tions. How  then  did  Nachshon  allow  himself  to 
act,  not  knowing  that  a miracle  would  occur? 

Nachshon’s  greatness  was  that  he  stayed 
focussed  on  how  to  fulfil  G-d’s  instructions, 
which  were  to  proceed  to  Mt.  Sinai  to  receive  the 
Torah.  He  was  certain  that  the  other  proposed 
solutions,  no  matter  how  rational  they  may  have 
seemed,  would  not  lead  to  the  direct  fulfillment 
of  G-d’s  will.  He  did  not  let  himself  become  over- 
whelmed by  the  pursuing  Egyptian  army;  he  did 
not  forget  the  years  of  suffering  and  abandon  his 
lifelong  desire  for  freedom.  Rather  he  placed  his 
trust  in  G-d  and  remained  faithful  to  the  mission 
of  exodus,  despite  the  majority  opinion  of  his 
Jewish  brethren. 

This  was  also  the  approach  of  Avraham 


RABBI  MORDECAI  BERGER 
YOUNG  ISRAEL 

Avinu.  Chassidus  explains  that  Abraham’s  self- 
sacrifice  was  unique  in  that  he  never  made  sac- 
rifice a goal  per  se.  His  target  was  to  do  the  will 
of  G-d.  If  sacrifice  was  required  as  a means  to 
this  end,  he  was  ready  and  willing  to  sacrifice 
himself.  j 

Nachshon’s  actions  of  sacrifice  show  the  way 
to  all  Jews.  As  with  the  holiday  of  Pesach,  the 
theme  of  exodus  is  the  theme  of  redemption. 
Part  of  the  redemption  process  is  being  relived 
today.  Rising  from  the  ashes  of  the  Holocaust, 
the  return  of  the  Jewish  people  to  the  land  of 
Israel  is  the  realization  of  ancient  prophecies 
and  dreams. 

Nachshon’s  ability  to  stay  focused  and  not  be 
intimidated  is  the  clarion  call  to  all  Jews  today. 
By  remaining  devoted  to  Hashem’s  T3rah  and 
mitzva  experiences,  one  follows  in  the  footsteps 
of  our  ancestors  thereby  linking  with  our  collec- 
tive past. 

Many  seas  must  be  split  before  the  Jewish 
people  can  enjoy  the  fulfillment  of  peace  and 
tranquility.  Yet  with  the  determination  of 
Nachshon,  all  challenges  will  be  met  and  over- 
come.

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A relationship  with  a difference

It  is  an  apartment  like  so  many  others:  neat,  orga- 
nized, and  pleasantly  decorated.  Yet  it  exudes  an  excep- 
tional warmth,  emanating  from  the  two  very  special 
people  inside.  This  is  the  home  of  Hannah  Sharon,  a 
Jewish  senior  living  in  Ottawa-Carleton,  and  visiting 
her  today  is  Sonia  Lemkow,  a Jewish  Family  Services 
volunteer. 

Hannah  is  an  outgoing,  welcoming  woman.  She  grew 
up,  married,  and  raised  a son  in  Romania,  and  later 
moved  to  Israel.  After  her  husband’s  death,  Hannah 
moved  to  Ottawa  to  be  in  the  same  city  as  her  son  and 
ftis  family  and  has  now  lived  in  our  community  for  over 
20  years. 

Hannah’s  love  of  life  is  as  strong  as  ever,  but,  at  92 
years,  her  mobility  has  diminished  and  her  apartment 
has  subsequently  become  her  door  to  the  world.  She 
enjoys  frequent  visits  from  her  son,  daughter-in-law, 
grandson,  and  great-granddaughters,  and  looks  for- 
ward to  homecare  visits  twice  a week  but,  still,  there 
are  occasional  empty  times  in  her  weekly  schedule. 

Sonia  exudes  a similar  vitality.  Facing  retirement 
four  years  ago,  she  searched  out  ways  to  give  back  to 
the  community  what  it  had  given  her.  In  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Bulletin,  she  had  read  about  Jewish  Family 
Services  (JFS)  and  called  Beverly  Grostem,  its  Volun- 
teer Co-ordinator.  Beverly  interviewed  Sonia,  reviewed 
the  JFS  client  files  for  a match,  and  later  brought  Han- 
nah and  Sonia  together. 

The  outgoing  personalities  of  both  women  virtually 
guaranteed  that  a warm,  flourishing  friendship  would 
ensue.  For  three  years,  Sonia  has  arrived  every  Wednes- 


day morning  at  Hannah’s  door  for  a two-hour  visit. 

Each  visit  is  a melange  of  activities,  sharing  and 
learning.  Although  both  women  speak  English,  they 
generally  converse  in  French,  one  of  the  five  languages 
in  which  Hannah  is  fluent,  because  it  helps  Sonia  main- 
tain her  own  French  language  proficiency.  They 
exchange  information  on  music,  travel,  cooking,  dance 
and  many  other  interests  they  share.  Many  times  they 
compare  notes  on  the  young  ones  in  their  families.  Han- 
nah’s latest  great-granddaughter  and  Sonia’s  year-old 
grandson  are  only  a month  apart  in  age.  During  the 
summer,  Sonia  accompanies  Hannah  on  short  walks  to 
enjoy  the  scenery  around  her  building. 

What  started  off  as  a way  to  give  something  back  to 
the  community  has  blossomed  into  a wonderful  rela- 
tionship that  both  women  have  enjoyed  immensely. 

“We  are  great  friends,”  explains  Sonia.  “Our  visits 
provide  both  of  us  with  an  interesting  and  educational 
friendship,  and  companionship.  Hannah  is  an  incredi- 
bly knowledgeable  woman.” 

Sonia  adds  with  a grin,  “Besides,  she  gives  me  advice 
like  my  mother  used  to  do.” 

“She  is  a good  girl,”  says  Hannah.  “At  92,  I have 
many  neighbors  but  few  friends.  Sonia  is  a true  friend. 
Our  visits  are  so  important,  they  touch  my  soul.  When 
Sonia  is  away  and  cannot  come  to  visit,  I truly  miss 
her.” 

It  is  almost  a match  made  in  heaven.  As  Sonia  says: 
“Beverly  of  JFS  did  a great  job  bringing  the  two  of  us 
together.” 

Volunteers  mean  so  much  to  Jewish  Family  Services 
of  Ottawa-Carleton  and  its  clients.  JFS  provides  ser- 
vices in  three  broad  areas:  support  services  for  seniors, 
immigrant  resettlement,  and  counseling.  Many  pro-

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A treasure  of  a school

There’s  a gem  of  a pre-school 
in  Ottawa’s  West  End  where 
Jewish  boys  and  girls  of  all 
backgrounds  and  affiliations 
congregate  to  learn  about  their 
heritage. 

Tiny  Treasures  offers  a pro- 
gram unique  to  the  city.  What 
sprouted  from  a modest  begin- 
ning five  years  ago  has  since 
ripened  into  a burgeoning  facil- 
ity offering  two  programs  - one 
for  juniors,  ages  two-plus;  and 
one  for  seniors,  ages  four-plus. 

Devorah  Caytak  is  the 
founder  and  guiding  force  of 
the  school.  She  planted  seeds 
for  Tiny  Treasures  after  visit- 
ing an  Ottawa  nursery  school 
which,  five  years  ago,  had  a siz- 
able Jewish  student  popula- 
tion. Caytak  felt  that  if  Jewish 


parents  were  willing  to  leave 
their  children  in  a church  base- 
ment, they  would  be  even  more 
eager  to  place  their  children  in 
a Jewish  learning  environ- 
ment. 

They  were.  So  much  so  that 
after  merely  half  a decade  in 
operation,  Tiny  Treasures  has 
doubled  its  staff  and  more  than 
quadrupled  its  enrolment. 

The  junior  and  senior  pro- 
grams run  mornings  from  Mon- 
day through  Thursday,  with  an 
afternoon  program  Monday 
and  Wednesday  for  four-year- 
olds,  an  afternoon  program 
Wednesday  for  three-year-olds 
and  a Friday  morning  drop-in 
for  mothers  and  tots.

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REPORT  FROM  ISRAEL 


Going  to  Egypt  an 
eye-opening  experience

People  have  said  that  travelling  is  the  only  way  to  truly  learn 
about  the  world,  and  to  gain  insight  into  its  many  cultures.  Acad- 
emic education  helps  too,  no  doubt.  I know  that  by  studying  in 
Israel,  I learned  the  terminology  necessary  to  vocalize  my  thoughts 
as  I made  may  way  through  Egypt  and  up  to  the  Sinai  Peninsula. 

End-of-semester  break  had  arrived,  and  the  thing  to  do  was 
tour  Egypt.  I did  not  know  much  about  the  country  and  my  desires 
were  as  basic  as  wanting  to  see  the  pyramids  and  relaxing  in  a 
warm  climate,  away  from  my  usual  routine. 

Maybe  it  was  my  lack  of  expectations  that  heightened  my  expe- 
rience. Or  maybe  it  was  my  travelling  group  that  was  conducive  to 
the  crystallization  of  my  thoughts  as  we  talked  every  night  over 
dinner  or  coffee  about  how  being  in  an  Arab  nation  made  us  feel. 

This  was  important  to  us  because  going  to  Egypt  is  a lot  more 
than  a vacation.  It  is  an  entrance  to  a world  we  think  of  in  two 
ways:  the  Western  view  of  Third  World  poverty  and  filth;  and  the 
Israeli  way  of  seeing  an  enemy  country  of  which  to  be  eternally 
wary  (peace  treaty  and  all). 

Both  of  these  views  of  Egypt  initially  marred  our  ability  to  observe 
objectively  and  disturbed  us  because  stereotyping  can  be  so  damaging 
to  every  party  involved.  As  for  the  Israeli  view  of  Egypt,  the  term 
“seige  mentality3’  comes  into  play.  This  is  the  notion  that  Israel  can 
trust  no  one,  especially  the  surrounding  Arab  nations  and  even  the 
United  States,  and  that  Israel  must  always  be  prepared  for  an  attack. 

This  idea  caused  me  to  picture  Egypt  as  a huge  entity  hovering 
over  Israel,  with  constant  intent  to  do  harm.  This  was  the  first  of 
my  mental  pictures,  shattered  upon  walking  the  cluttered  streets 
of  Cairo. 

We  realized  that  Cairo,  and  therefore  all  of  Egypt,  was  an  enti- 
ty unto  itself  with  its  own  variety  of  people,  commercial  enterpris- 
es and  distinct  culture.  Of  course,  this  is  no  surprise;  it  is  just  a 
matter  of  seeing  something  up  close  and  for  a long  time,  for  that 
something  to  lose  what  was  once  perceived  as  one-dimensional. 

We  noticed  the  wide  smiles,  dark  eyes  and  bare  feet,  coarse 
from  the  littered  ground.  We  noticed  the  store  owners,  the  men 
inhabiting  every  tourist  site,  desperately  trying  to  help  us  in  any 
way  so  that  they  could  demand  baksheesh,  a tip. 

We  observed  them  conversing  among  themselves,  sometimes 
in  idle  chatter  over  Turkish  coffee  and  cigarettes,  or  sometimes  in 
heated  animation.  And  in  the  process  we  forgot  that  Israel  and 
killing  were  supposed  to  be  the  only  things  on  their  minds. 

One  of  my  friends  expressed  this  sentiment  well  when  he  said 
that  when  in  Egypt,  Israel  seems  far  away,  remote.  Conversely, 
when  we  are  actually  in  Israel,  Egypt  seems  so  perilously  close 
and  single-purposed.  Suddenly  Egypt  had  an  identity  totally  sep- 
arate from  the  Israel  factor. 

Going  to  Egypt  liberated  me  from  looking  at  a nation  of  mil- 
lions of  people  (Cairo  alone  has  18  million)  through  Western  or 
Israeli  eyes.  I will  never  again  judge  another  society  according  to 
standards  either  imposed  by  others  or  that  it  does  not  even  have 
for  itself.

They 
nodded  their  heads  and  chuck- 
led as  they  shared  similar  par- 
enting experiences.  The  talk 
flowed  freely  about  power  strug- 
gles, parental  guilt,  parents  as 
teachers  and  the  duty  to  educate 
their  children  Jewishiy. 

This  is  how  over  50  parents 
enriched  themselves  and  their 
children  through  their  participa- 


tion in  the  Grow  With  Your 
Child  lecture  series  which  took 
place  on  five  evenings  in  Janu- 
ary and  February. 

Sponsored  by  the  Tiny  Trea- 
sures Nursery  School,  this  pro- 
ject proved  to  be  a most  positive 
and  productive  method  for  work- 
ing through  many  of  the  issues 
that  challenge  Jewish  parents. 
It  also  provided  a means  to  learn 
and  discuss  how  the  Torah  views 
and  responds  to  many  of  these 
issues.

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YOM  HASHOAH 


An  incredible  story  of  heroism 


By  Cynthia  Nyman  Engel 

During  April,  the  World  Jewish  Com- 
munity will  mark  Yom  HaShoah  in 
remembrance  of  the  Six  Million  who  per- 
ished at  the  hands  of  the  Nazis.  In  this 
and  the  next  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  we  fea- 
ture the  stories  of  two  Ottawans,  Dr. 
Erwin  K.  and  Edie  Koranyi,  who,  mirac- 
ulously, survived  the  horrors  of  the  Sec- 
ond World  War.  Difficult  stories,  to  be 
sure,  but  stories  with  happy  endings. 

Prominent  Ottawa  psychiatrist  Dr. 
Erwin  K.  Koranyi  has  lived  in  three  dif- 
ferent countries  during  his  lifetime,  but 
the  passport  that  saved  his  life  was 
issued  by  a country  he  never  inhabited. 

The  visa,  Swedish  passport  number 
0176,  bears  the  signature  of  Swedish 
diplomat,  Raoul  Wallenberg. 

It  was  1944;  the  Germans  had  invad- 
ed Budapest,  Hungary.  Jews  were 
ordered  out  of  their  homes  into  dilapi- 
dated ghetto  buildings;  Jews  were 
ordered  to  wear  yellow  stars;  Jewish 
stores  were  closed;  bank  accounts  were 
frozen;  curfews  were  enforced. 

From  the  Budapest  ghetto,  Koranyi 
and  his  sister,  Marta,  were  desperately 
trying  to  negotiate  with  "shady  charac- 
ters who  for  money  could  bring  them 
out"  for  the  release  of  his  young  wife, 
Alici,  who  had  been  charged  with  break- 
ing curfew,  and  Marta’s  Czechoslovakian 
fiance. 

“It  was  at  that  point  I heard,  and  it 
sounded  so  utterly  incredible,  that  a 
Swedish  diplomat  had  come  to  Hungary 
and  was  helping  Jews,”  Koranyi  says. 

“I  didn’t  believe  it  was  possible  but  I 
immediately  went  to  the  Swedish 
Embassy  and  found  out  that,  indeed,  it 
was  true.” 

Years  later  Wallenberg’s  sister  recov- 
ered her  brother’s  diary  from  Russia’s 
Lublinka  Prison,  where  he  had  been 
incarcerated.  An  August  1944  entry 
records  Alici  Koranyi  among  the  five 
named  prisoners  pulled  out  by  Wallen- 
berg from  the  holding  camp  to  Budapest. 

Koranyi  met  Wallenberg  briefly  when 
his  passport  was  issued. 

“He  was  a very,  very  busy  man.  His 
self-appointed  mandate  was  to  save  as 
many  people  as  he  could  and  he  didn’t 
have  a whole  lot  of  time,”  Koranyi  says. 

“But  he  gave  me  my  passport,  my  par- 
ents and  my  sister  their  passports  and 
Alici’s  brother  who  was  doing  forced 
labor  elsewhere,  a passport. 

“You  see,  he  had  some  kind  of  an 
agreement  with  the  Germans  that  he 
was  allowed  to  issue,  I don’t  know,  per- 
haps three  thousand  passports.  He,  of  j 
course,  made  that  five  thousand  or 
more,"  Koranyi  says. 

Koranyi  remembers  how  Wallenberg 
and.  an  assistant  would  go  to  railway  sta- 


tions where  Jews  were 
already  in  cattle  cars  des- 
tined for  Auschwitz. 

“While  Wallenberg 
quarreled  with  the  Ger- 
mans, his  assistant  would 
knock  on  the  doors,  gather 
names  and  slip  the  list  to 
Wallenberg.  Then  Wallen- 
berg would  present  the  list 
to  the  Germans  and  say, 

These  are  all  Swedes  and  I 
want  them  off  the  train.’ 

And  sometimes  he  would 
succeed.  I actually  saw 
this  happen  many  times,”  Koranyi  says. 

In  1919,  five  years  before  his  son, 
Erwin,  was  born,  Zigmund  Kohn 
changed  the  family  name  to  Koranyi. 

The  rightist  government  under  Admi- 
ral Nicholas  Horthy  had  just  defeated 
communist  leader  Bela  Kuhn,  a Jew, 
and,  with  the  new  administration,  hav- 
ing a Jewish  name  was  not  a plus. 

“In  those  years  in  Hungary  you  could- 
n’t get  a city  license  to  open  a business 
with  a name  like  Kohn,”  Koranyi 
explains.  “You  had  to  Hungarianize  it.” 
In  deference  to  the  original  surname,  Dr. 
Koranyi  maintains  the  letter  ‘K’  as  his 
middle  initial. 

The  Budapest  of  Koranyi’s  childhood 
was  a bustling  city  of  one  million,  a con- 
siderable percentage  of  whom  were 
Jews. 

“I  don’t  know  exactly,  perhaps 
300,000,  were  Jewish,”  Koranyi  says. 
“Half  of  all  the  physicians,  the  lawyers 
and  many  journalists.  But,  at  the  same 
time  there  existed  an  underlying  anti- 
Semitism.  They  used  to  say  that  the 
anti-  Semite  is  the  one  who  hates  the 
Jews  more  than  they  are  supposed  to." 

That  latent  anti-Semitism  manifested 
itself  increasingly  as  Koranyi 
approached  his  teen  years.  Around  the 
time  of  his  bar  mitzvah,  in  1937,  Jewish 
boys  of  18  were  being  called  up  for  a few 
hours  of  forced  labor  each  week.  Many  of 
them  were  never  seen  again. 

By  the  time  he  graduated  high  school 
Budapest’s  universities  had  closed  to 
Jews.  Koranyi  joined  a group  of  40 
determined  medical  students  who  took 
clandestine  classes  from  the  brilliant 
department  heads  in  Budapest's  Jewish 
General  Hospital  and  from  Jewish  pro- 
• fessors  banned  from  the  university. 

“We  pseudo-medical  students  also 
used  to  bribe  the  night  watchmen  in  the 
Anatomy  Institute  to  let  us  in  to  do  dis- 
sections at  night  because  we  couldn’t  do 
them  in  the  daytime,”  Koranyi  remem- 
bers. That  door  closed  when  the  regular 
students  discovered  them. 

Once  the  Nazis  had  seized  total 
power,  the  Swedish  passports  became 


null  and  void  but  Wallen- 
berg persevered. 

“The  Arrow  Cross  was 
very  keen  on  being  accept- 
ed internationally,  so  it 
made  deals.  In  this  way 
Wallenberg  got  away  with 
enlarging  the  Swedish 
Embassy  and  setting  up 
satellite  embassies  within 
Budapest,”  Koranyi  says. 
His  sister’s  job  in  the 
satellite  at  Number  One 
Jokai  Street  in  Budapest 
enabled  the  whole  family 
to  move  into  the  building. 

“By  Christmastime,  1944,  the  Rus- 
sians had  surrounded  Budapest.” 
Koranyi  says.  “It  was  then  the  Arrow 
Cross  began  to  take  Jews  down  to  the 
Danube,  shoot  them  and  throw  the  bod- 
ies into  the  water.” 

For  a time  the  Koranyis  were  rela- 
tively safe.  Living  20  to  a room  there 
were  never  enough  beds,  never  enough 
to  eat  but,  whenever  he  could,  Raoul 
Wallenberg  brought  in  food. 

One  January  day  in  1945,  as  the  Rus- 
sians bombed  their  way  into  Budapest, 
the  Arrow  Cross  threw  a grenade 
through  the  door  at  Number  One  Jokai. 
The  Nazis  rounded  up  the  building’s  300 
inhabitants  from  their  hiding  places  in 
the  basement  killing  many  on  the  spot. 
Koranyi’s  parents  and  his  sister  survived 
by  hiding  in  an  office;  Koranyi  and  Alici 
by  hanging  by  their  fingertips  for  hours 
in  a narrow  shaft. 

Their  shelter  destroyed,  the  Koranyis 
were  moved  to  the  Swedish  satellite 
embassy  where  Wallenberg  himself 
lived,  a large  building  with  several  base- 
ments. Two  days  later,  Nazis  arrived  and 
took  the  200  people  in  Koranyi’s  section 
to  their  headquarters. 

“We  were  just  in  the  process  of  getting 
undressed  - the  Nazis’  practice  was  to 
have  their  prisoners  strip  naked,  march 
them  through  the  streets  to  the  Danube 
and  dispose  of  their  quarry  there,” 
Koranyi  says,  “-  when  suddenly  from  out 
of  nowhere  Wallenberg  appeared  with 
some  Hungarian  police  and  saved  us. 
They  brought  out  the  entire  group  and 
took  us  back  to  where  we  had  just  come 
from." 

Koranyi  did  not  remain  in  the  satel- 
lite embassy  but  found  shelter  among 
the  ruins  behind  the  Budapest  opera 
building.  It  was  from  there  he  was  liber- 
ated. 

“I  shall  never  forget  the  moment  of  lib- 
eration,” Koranyi  says.  “There  were  about 
30  of  us  in  that  building.  As  I looked  out 
one  morning  the  German  tank  that  had 
been  about  100  yards  away  the  day  before 
had  disappeared  and  I suddenly  saw  this 


little  Tartar  soldier’s  hat  and  a soldier 
holding  a tommy  gun. 

“As  I was  watching,  another  Russian 
soldier  came  over  and  demanded  my 
watch.  I didn’t  have  a watch,  I didn’t 
have  shoes  - just  a sort  of  shoe  was  still 
there,  tied  with  a rope  - and  a rope 
around  my  coat,  and  I had  a beard.  It 
was  absolutely  bewildering.” 

As  the  bedraggled  little  group  of  sur- 
vivors walked  toward  the  Russian  lines 
they  were  met  by  a Russia  soldier  with  a 
basketful  of  bottles  on  his  arm. 

“The  soldier  embraced  me  and  said  in 
Russian,  ‘good  friend’,  and  took  out  a bot- 
tle of  champagne.  I’m  standing  there  in 
that  impossible  condition  with  those 
excuses  for  shoes,  with  a bottle  of  cham- 
pagne in  my  hand  and  I don’t  even  know 
what’s  happening. 

“And  then  another  Russian  soldier 
comes  along,  cursing,  with  a revolver  in 
his  hand  and  grabs  the  champagne  from 
me!” 

Koranyi  and  Alici  divorced  shortly 
after  the  war  ended.  Sadly,  much  of 
Koranyi’s  extended  family  perished  at 
the  hands  of  the  Nazis.  Thanks  to  Raoul 
Wallenberg,  Koranyi’s  parents  survived, 
first  immigrating  to  Israel  and  later  to 
Canada.  They  have  since  passed  on.  His 
sister,  Marta  Sebor,  and  her  husband 
both  survived,  and  today  live  in  Prince- 
ton, New  Jersey. 

The  story  of  Envin  Koranyi’s  relent- 
less pursuit  of  his  medical  education  in 
post-war  Europe  is  the  stuff  of  which 
novels  are  made.  For  a time  he  practised 
medicine  in  Israel,  eventually  immigrat- 
ing to  Montreal  where  he  did  further 
medical  studies  and  gained  a reputation 
as  a leading  psychiatrist. 

Erwin  and  his  Hungarian-born  wife  of 
37  years,  Edie,  met  through  mutual 
friends  in  the  1950s  during  a vacation  in 
Ste.  Agathe  Quebec.  The  couple  lived  in 
Montreal  until  1970  when  Dr.  Koranyi 
took  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Out- 
patient Department  at  the  Ottawa  Gen- 
eral Hospital.  He  subsequently  became 
Director  of  Research  and  Education  at 
the  Royal  Ottawa  Hospital. 

Although  he  is  now  retired,  Koranyi 
continues  to  lecture.  He  has  written  sev- 
eral medical  books,  contributed  chapters 
to  various  medical  publications  and 
authored  some  50  papers. 

More  than  500,000  Hungarian  Jews 
perished  in  concentration  camps.  Dr. 
Erwin  K.  Koranyi  is  well  aware  that  he 
owes  a great  deal  to  a man  he  describes 
as  very  fast  moving,  rather  nervous  and 
handsome. 

“Raoul  Wallenberg  was  very  coura- 
geous, indeed,"  the  grateful  survivor 
says,  holding  his  framed  Swedish  pass- 
port number  0176.

A transplanted  Ibrontonian,  in  1953,  Laura  Greenberg 
Laura  came  to  Ottawa  to  experience  life  in  a smaller  city.  Not 
only  did  she  land  a job  with  accountant  Martin  K.  Levinson  but 
she  also  met  her  husband,  the  late  Milton  (Murph)  Greenberg  at 
her  place  of  work.  They  married,  remained  in  Ottawa  and  Laura 
immediately  gave  her  time  to  a host  of  worthy  Jewish  organiza- 
tions in  the  community. 

“Leah  and  Bob  Gencher  got  me  interested  in  the  Jewish 
National  Fund,”  Laura  says.  “I  came  on  board  as  a Tu  B’Shevat 
Telethon  canvasser  and  wound  up  chairing  the  Telethon  for  two 
years.  I’ve  enjoyed  every  minute  of  it." 

Greenberg  gets  a great  deal  of  satisfaction  from  her  affiliation 
with  JNF. 

“I  remember  the  first  time  I planted  a tree  in  a JNF  Forest,” 
she  says.  “It  was  in  a burned  out  area  and  I remember  thinking 
that,  in  my  small  way,  I was  contributing  to  a hillside  that  would 
soon  be  green  and  beautiful. 

“JNF  and  the  work  it  does  is  vital  to  Israel,"  Laura  says.  “I 
feel  it  is  very  important  that  the  continuity  between  diaspora 
Jewry  and  Israel  be  maintained.  JNF  gives  me  the  opportunity 
to  be  a part  of  that  continuity." 

Action  Plan:  Negev 
Fish  Ponds 

The  demand  for  fish  around  the  world,  including  Israel,  is 
steadily  rising.  Israel’s  fish  industry  supplies  only  20,000  tons  a 
year,  falling  far  short  of  the  local  demand  for  80,000  tons. 

While  intensive  fish  breeding  based  on  recycling  waters  en 
route  to  farming  crops  may  be  expensive,  it  has  proven  worth- 
while. The  plan  is  to  create  intensive  fish  farming  in  covered 
ponds,  with  the  advantages  of  climate  and  proximity  to  geother- 
mal waters  constituting  optimal  breeding  conditions. 

The  fish  farms  will  be  established  in  concentrated  belts  on 
common  infrastructure.  The  projecct  will  cover  a total  of  100 
dunams  in  the  central  and  southern  Arava,  at  Kikar  Sedom  and 
Ramat  HaNegev.  An  investment  of  NIS  25  million  is  earmarked 
from  “Action  Plan:  Negev”  funds. 

Olive  Plantations 

The  consumption  of  olive  oil  around  the  world  has  risen  in 
recent  years  because  of  its  purported  health  value. 

The  olive  industry  in  Israel  dates  back  to  ancient  times  and 
is  spread  over  large  areas.  Production,  however  - 4000  tons  a 
year  - has  not  kept  pace  with  consumption,  which  now  stands  at 
5000  tons  a year.  Israeli  olive  oil  has  a special  aroma  and  could 
be  exported  as  a superior  oil  to  various  countries. 

The  olive  farming  proposed  for  Ramat  HaNegev  is  in  the 
nature  of  industrial  plantations  irrigated  by  saline  water.  The 
planting  of  5000  dunams  of  olive  groves  in  Ramat  HaNegev 
could  change  the  character  of  the  region,  generating  a good  deal 
of  economic  activity  around  the  production  of  olive  oil.  An  invest- 
ment of  NIS  25  million  is  earmarked  from  "Action  Plan:  Negev" 
funds.

Exhibition  to  profile  Jacob  M.  Lowy  Collection

The  Ottawa  Chapter,  Canada-Israel  Cultural 
Foundation  (CICF)  has  announced  the  opening 
of  the  exhibition  “Jerusalem:  Historic,  Sacred, 
Celestial”  featuring  a selection  of  books  from  the 
Jacob  M.  Lowy  Collection. 

The  evening  is  sponsored  by  CICF,  the 
Embassy  of  Israel  and  the  National  Library  of 
Canada,  and  will  take  place  on  Thursday,  April 
18,  1996  at  7:30  pm  at  the  National  Library  of 
Canada,  395  Wellington  Street. 

The  exhibition  of  over  30  works  of  rare 
Hebraica  and  Judaica  highlights  diverse  genres 
of  literature,  from  sacred  sculpture  to  histories, 
from  religious  poetry  to  the  writings  of  travellers 


and  pilgrims.  Some  of  these  titles  were  produced 
in  Jerusalem  itself,  among  them  the  first 
Hebrew  book  printed  in  that  city  in  1841,  Hayim 
David  Azulai’s  Seder  Avodat  ha-Kodesh.  Most 
are  the  product  of  European  and  North  Ameri- 
can presses  spanning  a period  of  over  500  years. 
Among  these  is  the  Hebrew  Bible  printed  by 
Estienne  in  Paris  between  1539  and  1544,  and  a 
Bavarian  edition  of  Psalms  from  1541. 

During  the  showing,  Cheryl  Jaffee,  curator  of 
the  Jacob  M.  Lowy  Collection,  will  be  on  hand  to 
discuss  the  exhibition  and  to  answer  questions.

"We  want  to  make  this  a real 
community-wide  celebration,  so 
we  are  really  concentrating  on  get- 
ting as  many  parts  of  our  commu- 
nity as  possible  to  participate," 
says  Cnri  Kerzner,  who  together 
with  her  brother  Mark  Kerzner  is 
co-chair  of  the  event.  "We  have  so 
many  talented  people  in  the  com- 
munity and  I know  that  together  we 
can  generate  tremendous  ruach. 
What  better  focus  for  that  spirit 
than  the  city  which  has  been  the 
heart  of  our  people  for  3000 
years." 

The  program  is  still  in  the  plan- 
ning stage  but  will  include  a musi- 
cal presentation  involving  the  vari- 
ous community  Hebrew  schools, 
the  community  cantors,  and  many 
other  talented  musicians.

Mark  Kerzner  has  been 
involved  in  Tamir  Foundation  for 
seven  years,  running  bingos,  serv- 
ing on  the  board,  and  for  the  last 
two  years,  in  his  role  as  vice-pres- 
ident. He  also  participates  in  the 
B'nai  Brith  delivery  of  Passover 
baskets  to  Russian  Jews.  As  well, 
Mark  has  been  a stalwart  of  the 
Jewish  Men’s  Softball  League,  on 
the  organizing  committee  for  nine 
years  and  the  man  responsible  for 
putting  together  the  annual  sched- 
ule.

Yom  Ha'Atzmaut  - An  Event  to  Celebrate 


Our  JCC  staff  and  Yom  Ha'Atzmaut  Committee  - chaired  by  JCC 
Board  member  Evan  Zelikovitz  - are  now  in  the  midst  of  planning 
Ottawa's  celebration  of  the  48th  anniversary  of  the  independence  of 
Israel.  As  I type  these  words,  I pause  to  reflect  on  the  miracle  that  has 
become  an  annual  event  for  jews  all  over  the  world. 

On  April  24  in  the  year  5756  on  the  Hebrew  calendar,  the  State  of 
Israel  will  be  48  years  old.  Is  that  statement  still  a miracle  for  our  Jewish 
community?  Many  members  of  our  community  have  no  memory  of  a 
world  without  the  presence  of  Israel.  Israel  is  in  the  headlines  and  on  the 
news  on  an  almost  daily  basis,  sometimes  with  exciting  stories  about  a 
new  scientific  discovery  or  technological  breakthrough,  more  often  with 
reports  -about  another  bombing  or  deadly  incident.  Most  of  us  follow 
these  events  with  pride  and  concern,  accompanied  by  the  belief,  that, 
despite  everything,  Israel  is  a strong,  established  country  and  will  sur- 


vive. 

This  was  not  always  our  perception  and  certainly  not  always  the  real- 
ity. Those  of  us  with  longer  memories  remember  the  years  of  struggle, 
the  many  wars  and  crises,  the  sacrifices,  the  times  when  Israel's  exis- 
tence hung  in  the  balance.  Over  those  years,  Diaspora  Jews  supported 
Israel's  struggles  with  unstinting  financial  aid. 

Today,  Israel  is  an  economic  and  military  powerhouse  in  the  Middle 
East.  It  gives  invaluable  resources  to  the  Diaspora.  Israel  enriches  Jewish 
communities  all  over  the  world  with  Israeli  culture  and  arts,  with  a sense 
of  pride  and  Jewish  identification,  with  a concept  of  Jewish  oneness. 
Now  more  than  ever,  Israel  is  essential  to  Diaspora  communities  in  their 
struggle  to  survive.  It  is  one  of  our  most  powerful  means  of  promoting 
Jewish  continuity. 

The  JCC  has  always  been  a strong  supporter  of  Israeli  programs. 
Together  with  the  Israel  Program  Centre,  we  offer  many  Israeli-oriented 
activities.  Israeli  folkdancing  is  one  of  our  most  popular  programs.  This 
year,  the  JCC  and  the  IPC  introduced  "Eye  on  Israel,"  a current  events 
discussion  group  which  has  attracted  overflow  participation.  A recent 
evening  for  Israelis  and  their  families  was  a tremendous  success.  Our  day 
camp  and  junior  programming  are  enriched  with  Israeli  themes  and 
activities.  Through  the  IPC,  we  encourage  teens  to  participate  in  summer 
programs  in  Israel. 

Israeli  programming  will  be  an  important  focus  of  our  new  JCC,  and 
a Task  Force  marie  up  of  Israelis  is  working  on  program  ideas. 

The  Ottawa  Vaad,  recognizing  the  important  role  that  Israel  plays  in 
Jewish  continuity,  recently  allocated  funding  to  enable  the  Israel  Pro- 
gram Centre  schlichim  to  expand  their  roles  community-wide.  They  will 
be  spending  more  time  in  our  community  schools  and  in  helping  JCC 
staff  with  Israeli  programming  for  all  ages.  We  hope  that  many  in  our 
community  will  join  in  these  activities  and  enrich  their  lives  with  the 
dynamic  Jewish  culture  emanating  from  Israel. Two  JCC  community-wide 
activities  coming  up  in  the  near  future  are  a gala  Yom  Yerushalayim  pro- 
gram in  celebration  of  Jerusalem  3000,  to  take  place  on  May  16  and, 
The  Jerusalem  Experience,  an  exciting,  interactive  museum  display 
which  will  be  set  up  at  Machzikei  Hadas  Synagogue  in  June.  We  encour- 
age the  entire  community  to  come  out  for  these  events. 

We  also  invite  the  community  to  come  together  to  celebrate  Yom  Ha' 
Atzmaut  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  23.  The  program  will  be  preceded  by 
a memorial  service  for  those  who  have  died  to  ensure  the  existence  of 
Israel  - made  more  poignant  this  year  by  the  many  names  added  to  that 
long  list,  including  that  of  the  late  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin.  Israel 
will  be  48  years  old.  That  is  truly  an  event  for  all  Jews  to  celebrate.

Passover  Reflections:  Building  Kahila

The  Jewish  Community  has  been 
experiencing  a whirlwind  of  activity 
these  past  few  months  related  to  the 
new  campus  and  the  opening  of  the 
capital  campaign.  The  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  has  been  in  the  midst 
of  the  bevy  of  activity,  orchestrating 
and  coordinating  the  focus  groups 
and  providing  much  needed  data  for 
planning  of  the  new  JCC.  As  we 
approach  the  very  special  time  of 
Passover  we  are  able  to  take  a few 
moments  out  to  reflect  on  our  larger 
Jewish  Community  and  its  past  as 
well  as  its  future. 

Passover  is  a time  to  stop,  reflect, 
and  appreciate  all  that  we  have  as  a 
people  - our  beautiful  traditions, 
our  rich  religious  observances,  our 
values  as  a people  and  our  strong 
identity  in  the  face  of  centuries  of 
hardships.  These  aspects  of  our  lives 
as  a people  have  provided  us  with 
the  resources  to  survive  as  a free 
and  vibrant  community.  The  major 
theme  of  the  celebration  of  Passover 
is  that  of  freedom.  Our  people  suf- 
fered through  slavery  and  truly 
learned  the  meaning  of  being  free  to 
express  their  religious  beliefs  - a 
freedom  we  often  lake  for  granted  in 


North  America. 

Another  aspect  of  Passover  is  the 
beginning  of  forty  years  of  wander- 
ing in  the  desert  - a period  of  time 
that  was  necessary  in  order  for  them 
to  go  from  a group  of  slaves  to  a 
community  of  Jews.  As  we  remem- 
ber the  joyous  experience  of  fleeing 
Egypt  and  escaping  to  freedom,  we 
should  also  be  mindful  of  the  diffi- 
cult period  of  time  before  the 
Israelites  could  enter  the  land. 

We  are  reminded  that  G-d  did 
not  lead  the  people  through  the 
most  direct  route  to  the  promised 
land  - a route  that  would  have 
taken  them  to  Canaan  by  the  shorter 
way  through  the  iand  of  the 
Philistines,  the  direct  caravan  route 
along  the  coast  to  Gaza  - but  rather 
by  the  opposite  route  towards  the 
Red  Sea.  That  shorter  route  would 
have  allowed  them  to  reach  the 
land  in  about  eleven  days. 

Why  did  he  chose  not  to  lead 
them  that  way?  It  was  so  that  they 
could  grow  and  mature  into  a peo- 
ple. So  that  they  could  become  a 
COMMUNITY  that  could  deal  with 
the  challenges  that  faced  them  in 
ihe  land  of  the  Canaanites. 

In  the  Talmud  it  is  written  that 
they  required  training  and  teaching 
and  disciplining.  "It  is  like  the  King 


who  wished  to  give  his  son  his 
inheritance.  He  thought  to  himself, 
my  son  is  young;  he  hardly  knows 
how  to  read  and  write.  If  I give  him 
all  my  possessions  now,  will  he  be 
able  to  keep  them?  1 will  wait  until 
he  is  grown  in  strength  and  wisdom. 
In  the  same  way  G-d  thought,  the 
children  of  Israel  are  still  children; 
first  let  me  teach  them  to  understand 
and  practice  my  precepts  and  com- 
mandments, then  I wilt  give  them 
the  Promised  Land." 

So  too  a community,  even  once 
it  is  formed  and  functions  well  with 
the  many  important  institutions  that 
our  Jewish  Community  here  in 
Ottawa  has,  takes  discipline,  train- 
ing and  teaching  to  maintain  it  and 
to  allow  it  to  grow.  We  have 
reached  a milestone  in  our  growth 
as  a community  and  the  time  has 
come  to  take  the  next  step  - to  cre- 
ate a Community  Campus  that  will 
be  a "home  away  from  home"  for  all 
Jews  in  the  Ottawa  area.  We  must 
make  the  commitment  to  our  Capi- 
tal Campaign  and  to  our  institutions 
that  will  allow  this  community  to 
continue  to  grow  and  become  a true 
"Kahila"  and  one  that  will  encour- 
age us  to  reach  our  potential  and 
our  "PROMISE".

As  Holocaust  deniers  raise  their  ugly  voices,  writ- 
ers and  media  specialists  are  finding  new  ways  to 
communicate  the  facts  of  the  Holocaust  and  the  feel- 
ings of  its  victims. 

More  cities  and  countries  are  trying  to  ensure 
that  awareness  of  the  Holocaust  becomes  a perma- 
nent part  of  their  communities’  culture.  More  camp 
survivors,  hidden  children,  resistance  fighters,  lib- 
erators and  other  eye  witnesses  are  finding  the 
inner  strength  to  tell  their  stories. 

For  Jews,  communicating  the  reality  and  horror 
of  the  Holocaust  is  a sacred  trust  that  we  must 
transmit  through  the  generations.  Even  though  “it 
can  never  be  fully  communicated,”  we  must  use  all 
available  resources  to  attempt  the  impossible. 

But  please,  don’t  give  your  child  a book  or  two 
about  the  Holocaust  and  feel  you’ve  done  your  duty. 
Read  the  books  yourself.  Be  prepared  to  discuss 
them  and  to  answer  questions.  Be  sure  your 
answers  are  at  your  child’s  level  of  understanding. 
Above  all,  be  sure  to  include  comforting  hugs  and 
messages  of  hope. 

Star  of  Fear,  Star  of  Hope 
By  Jo  Hoestlandt 
Illustrations  by  Johanna  Kang 
Translated  from  the  French  by  Mark  Polizzoti 
Walker  and  Company  1995 
32  pages  Ages  7-10 

Originally  published  in  France  in  1993,  Star  of 
Fear,  Star  of  Hope  won  the  Graphics  Prize  at  the 
1994  Bologna  Book  Fair.  Its  story  is  powerful, 
poignant  and  effective  because  it  revolves  around 
feelings  and  events  common  to  all  children:  friend- 
ship; a birthday;  disappointment;  anger;  separation; 


remorse;  and  hope. 

Written  as  a memoir,  the  story  is  set 
in  France  in  1942.  It’s  about  two  girls, 

Helen,  the  storyteller  and  her  best 
friend  Lydia.  For  reasons  Helen  doesn’t 
understand  Lydia  must  wear  a yellow 
star  on  her  clothes. 

It  is  the  eve  of  Helen’s  ninth  birth- 
day. Lydia  is  supposed  to  sleep  over. 

But  strange  things  are  happening  in 
Helen’s  apartment  building  and  in  the 
streets.  Through  the  keyhole  the  girls 
see  and  hear  a Madame  Eleven  O’Clock 
and  a Midnight  Ghost. 

Helen’s  parents  and  Lydia  recognize 
the  danger.  Helen  does  not.  When 
Lydia  insists  she  must  return  home 
immediately  Helen’s  feelings  are  hurt. 

“You’re  not  my  friend  anymore,  “ she 
shouts. 

The  next  morning  Helen  sees  people 
with  yellow  stars  on  their  clothes  being 
rounded  up  and  marched  off  by  the 
French  police.  Lydia  and  her  family 
have  disappeared.  Did  they  survive  the 
Holocaust  or  are  Helen’s  memories 
their  memorial?  After  all  these  years 
Helen  continues  to  hope. 

Bearing  Witness: 

Stories  of  the  Holocaust 

Selected  by  Hazel  Rochman 
and  Darlene  Z.  McCampbell 
Orchard  Books  1995 
136  pages  Ages  12  and  up. 

Bearing  Witness  is  a collection  of  24  searing 
excerpts,  memories  and  stories  that  touch  on  every 
facet  of  the  Holocaust  with  such  direct,  blow-to-the- 
stomach  force  that  time  and  again  I had  to  stop 
reading  to  catch  my  breath. 

Exceptionally  talented  writers  such  as  Elie 
Wiesel,  Ida  Vost,  Primo  Levi,  Cynthia  Ozick,  Frank 
O’Connor  and  more  use  their  different  writing  styles 
and  points  of  view  to  personalize  the  horrors  of  the 
Holocaust  and  the  acts  of  heroism  and  generosity 
that,  for  some  victims,  made  survival  possible. 


There  is  a brutal  honesty  to  the  selections  and  a 
fluidity  of  movement  in  their  placement  in  the 
anthology.  Each  selection  leaves  a memory  scar, 
slightly  deeper  and  broader  than  the  one  before.  By 
the  time  we  read  the  last  excerpt  we  are  almost  able 
to  experience  Elie  Wiesel’s  horror  when  he  looked  at 
himself  in  the  mirror  after  liberation. 

The  book  ends  with  a poem  about  the  recent  eth- 
nic madness  in  Bosnia  and  an  excellent  annotated 
bibliography. 

Bearing  Witness  is  a magnificant  Holocaust 
anthology  for  youngsters  with  high  level  reading 
skills  and  the  maturity  to  understand  its  stories  as 
one  more  victory  over  Hitler,  Nazi  Germany  and 
their  many  sympathizers  and  supporters.

Everyone  loves  to  raid  the 


Especially  on  weekends,  I find  the  pantry  is 
always  being  raided.  So  I am  forever  looking  for  new 
things  to  stock  the  cookie  jar.  Here  are  a few  of  my 
new  additions,  but  make  extra,  because  they  disap- 
pear fast!  I make  extra  dough  for  the  Orange  Corn- 
meal  Butter  Cookies  and  bake  them  as  needed.  I 
grate  the  orange  peel  and  mix  all  the  dough  in 
batches  to  store  in  the  freezer. 

Orange  Cornmeal  Butter  Cookies 
1/2  cup  plus  1 tbsp  unsalted  butter,  softened 
1/3  cup  sugar 

2 tbsp  finely  grated  orange  zest 
1 egg  yolk 


1/2  tsp  pure  vanilla  extract 
1/4  cup  cornmeal 
Pinch  of  salt 

1 cup  unbleached  or  regular  flour 
Cream  the  butter,  sugar  and 
orange  zest.  Whisk  in  the  egg  yolk  and  vanilla.  Stir 
in  cornmeal  and  salt.  Add  the  flour  and  stir  just  until 
combined.  Turn  the  dough  out  onto  a piece  of  waxed 
paper.  Top  with  second  piece  of  waxed  paper  and  flat- 
ten to  about  1/3”  thick.  Chill  until  firm,  overnight 
preferably.  The  dough  can  be  prepared  up  to  three 
days  ahead,  or  frozen  for  up  to  a month.  Soften 
frozen  dough  in  the  refrigerator  before 
continuing.Position  racks  so  they  divide  oven  into 
thirds.  Preheat  oven  to  375°.  Lightly  butter  2 cookie 
sheets,  or  line  with  parchment.  With  a 2”  cookie  cut- 
ter, cut  out  cookies  and  transfer  them  to  cookie 
sheets,  spacing  them  well  apart.  Bake  for  12-15  min- 
utes, exchanging  positions  of  sheets  half  way 
through  baking.  Bake  until  lightly  browned  at  edges 
and  on  bottoms.  Transfer  to  paper  towels  and  cool 
completely.  Makes  about  1 1/4  dozen.  Store  at  room 
temperature  in  an  airtight  container. 


cookie  jar 

Chewy  Granola  Thins 

2 cups  plus  2 tbsp  unbleached  flour 
1 tsp  baking  soda 

1 tsp  salt 

2 sticks  unsalted  butter,  softened 
3/4  cup  sugar 

3/4  cup  brown  sugar 

2 eggs 

3 cups  good  quality  granola 

Position  racks  in  oven  to  divide  it  into  thirds  and 
preheat  to  375°.  In  a bowl,  stir  together  the  flour,  bak- 
ing soda  and  salt.  In  a separate  bowl  cream  butter  and 
both  sugars.  Beat  in  eggs  one  at  a time,  beating  after 
each  addition.  Stir  in  the  flour  mixture  and,  when 
almost  incorporated,  the  granola.  Drop  the  dough  onto 
ungreased  cookie  sheets  by  the  tablespoonful,  leaving 
at  least  an  inch  in  between.  Bake  until  light  in  color, 
but  still  soft,  about  13  minutes,  exchanging  pans  half 
way  through  the  baking  time.  With  a pancake  spatu- 
la, transfer  to  parchment  or  waxed  paper  to  cool. 
Repeat  with  remaining  dough.  Let  cookie  sheets  cool 
completely  before  reusing.  Store  in  an  airtight  con- 
tainer, at  room  temperature.  Makes  about  4 dozen.
